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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1. The drawings were received on 12/12/05. The drawing is approved. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1, 3, and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

It is not clear how to interpret the scope of the preamble, possibly due to 
awkward sentence structure. It is not clear if the preamble sets forth a method of using 
or a product. Inasmuch as the body of the claim sets forth a product as the invention, it 
is suggested that the preamble be amended to recite -A device for use in conjunction 
with a vehicle of the,..., the device comprising:- to correspond with scope of invention 
otherwise set forth in the body of the claim. The suggested amendment could be 
entered after Final, before Appeal if submitted alone in order to reduce issues. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent In the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1, 3, and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
U.S. Pat. No. 5,165,742 to Frayne. 

Rashbaum '280 teaches Applicant's claim limitations including : a "body" - 
including 13,14,12, a "substitute hasp" - including 50, an "opening" - the opening in the 
'hook' described at col 5 line 1 , a "quick release mechanism" - including 12,27. As 
regards claim the pushbutton 17 of the reference, one of ordinary skill in the art would 
recognize that part 27 can inherently be used for release of 1 3 from 14 and consequent 
release of 12 from 51. While the arrangement is not identical to the device disclosed by 
Applicant, the structure of the prior art reads on the present claim language. The law of 
anticipation requires that a distinction be made between the invention described or 
taught and the invention claimed. It does not require that the reference "teach" what the 
subject patent teaches. Assuming that a reference is properly "prior art," it is only 
necessary that the claims under consideration "read on" something disclosed in the 
reference, i.e., all limitations of the claim are found in the reference, or "fully met" by it. 
Kalman v, Kimberly-Clark Corp., 218 USPQ 789. Claims in a pending application 
should be given their broadest reasonable interpretation. In re Pearson, 181 USPQ 641 
(CCPA 1974). It has been held that the recitation that an element is "capable of 
performing a function is not a positive limitation but only requires the ability to so 
perform. It does not constitute a limitation in any patentable sense. In re Hutchison, 69 
USPQ 138. See MPEP 2114. 
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As regards claim 3, the bar portion at 50 forms bridging part of U-shape as it is 
connected to two sidepieces. 

As regards claim 4, the substitute hasp of the reference is shown to be "curved", ie 
having a circular cross-section as it is shown in Fig 7. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not entirely 
persuasive. 

While Applicant did not explicitly illustrated a latch extender having a spring, Fig 
6 provides evidence that the required structure is well known to those of ordinary skill in 
the automotive arts and inclusion of analogous structure within the illustrated latch 
extender is considered within the skill level in the art whereby the original disclosure 
provides sufficient description and illustration for enablement. 

However, arguments that language of the amended preamble clearly sets forth 
scope of claim is not agreed with, possibly due to awkward sentence structure. But in 
any case, a suggested amendment consistent with Applicant's arguments related to 
scope of claim is provided above whereby it's believeded that this issue can be 
resolved. 

Argument that the reference does not have structure anticipating limitation of 
"substitute hasp" are not persuasive inasmuch as structure (including part 50) is pointed 
out in the grounds of rejection. Similar consideration applies to argument that reference 
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does not have an "opening" where again, particular disclosure of the prior art is pointed 
out in the grounds of rejection. 

The law of anticipation requires that a distinction be made between the invention 
described or taught and the invention claimed. It does not require that the reference 
"teach*' what the subject patent teaches. Assuming that a reference is properly "prior 
art," it is only necessary that the claims under consideration "read on" something 
disclosed in the reference, i.e., all limitations of the claim are found in the reference, or 
"fully met" by it. Kalman v. Kimberly-Clark Corp,, 218 USPQ 789. It has been held that 
a recitation with respect to the manner in which a claimed apparatus is intended to be 
employed does not differentiate the claimed apparatus from a prior art apparatus 
satisfying the claimed structural limitations. Ex parte Masham, 2 USPQ2d 1647 (1987). 
Claims in a pending application should be given their broadest reasonable 
interpretation. In re Pearson. 181 USPQ 641 (CCPA 1974). 

In that respect, persuasive argument should point out particular structure 
required by the claims that is not taught by the prior art, or persuasively argue why 
limitations of the claims cannot be interpreted as being anticipated by the prior art as 
indicated in the grounds of rejection.
